OSO collection of similar materials considered advisable by 00? 


o It has been noted that the dooument listed on the enclosure as 
is described on a 5 x 8 card prepared by FDD and submitted to 
Industrial Register/CCD. The card is headed "BIBLIOGRAPHY" and gives the 
following document number and title: "DOC NO 22066h; TITLE: Rear 
Preparations of the Soviet Army in the Eastern USSR." was 25X1A 
procured by OSO and distributed to the Department of the Army without 
prior knowledge that the document was in the possession of FDD. 
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he It is felt that serious duplication of effort and expense was 
involved in this procurement and processing, which of course would not 
have been undertaken if OSO had knovm of the existence of the dooument 
in Washington. It is threforoe further requested that we be advised 
of the scope of FDD's materials on the Par Hastern USS and its border 
areas, and that ICS/O0SO be included on the distribution of any accession 25X1A 
lists or other notifications pertaining to this subject in the future.
